Manufacturers! stocks of dry casein on March 31, this year, were 2,350,000 
pounds, a gain of 43 percent from a year earlier, but a decline of 38 percent from 
the five-year average for the date. Stocks on the same date in past years ranged 
from 1,645,000 pounds in 1948 to 9,701,000 pounds in 1942. 


Prices of dry casein were weak during April. According to the Production and 
Marketing Administration, prices of 20-32 mesh acid ground casein at New York City 
during the last week of April were 20-21 cents per pound for standard quality, 
f.0.b. plant, in the New York area. This represents a decline of 1+ cents from the 
price prevailing in late March.
